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FOREWORD 


The Biennial Exhibition of American Painting began in 
1907 as a juried exhibition open to all American artists. 
Somewhat later an invited section was added. During the 
last decade, Hermann Warner Williams, Jr., now Director 
Emeritus, continued to expand the invited section until 
it became the principal part of the exhibition. In his 
words: 

Time has also changed the entire concept of the 
Biennial. Whereas in the early years of the century a 
broad survey, reasonably comprehensive and fair, of the 
artistic production of the entire country was possible 
to assemble , because to all intents and purposes all 
artists of any importance were located in a narrow band 
from Washington to Boston , this no longer holds true. 

For many years now it has been entirely beyond the 
capacity of any institution to demonstrate such a cross- 
section on a national scale , since painting of importance 
is being produced in all sections of the country. 

The present exhibition is, at the same time, an extension 
of the earlier concept and differs from previous Biennials 
by being totally a selected exhibition. It focuses mainly 
on younger artists living in New York—Jo Baer, Darby 
Bannard, David Budd, Dan Christensen, Lee Lozano, 
Bruce Nauman, Larry Poons, Robert Swain, Richard Tuttle, 
James Van Dijk, Peter Young—and Los Angeles—Ron 
Davis, Tom Holland, Clark Murray, William Pettet. The 
exception is Dean Fleming who lives in Libre, Colorado. 
These artists have not been seen together and rarely 


have been seen in a museum context. The exhibition also 
includes such remarkable artists as I. Rice Pereira, Angelo 
Savelli, Michael Goldberg, Nassos Daphnis, and Myron 
Stout, whose significant contributions to American paint¬ 
ing in the past have received too little recognition and 
whose work has particular relevance at this time as 
sources of new abstract modes of expression. Although 
there was no unifying theme in the conventional sense 
which provided a motive for the selection of the works, 
the exhibition deals simply with various individual ap¬ 
proaches to abstract painting, each work representing a 
particular cosmological insight. It also reflects the transi¬ 
tion from geometric abstraction to a new expressionism. 

I selected the works, with few exceptions, from the 
artists' studios. The works of Angelo Savelli and James 
Van Dijk were actually created in the Gallery. 

I wish to gratefully acknowledge the contribution of 
James Pilgrim who accompanied me to many of the 
studios and who participated in all phases of the exhi¬ 
bition. I also wish to thank Louise Siegel for the prepa¬ 
ration of the biographies, Martha Morris for her work in 
the difficult task of arranging transportation of the works 
to the Gallery, Dougie Catledge and Helen Droitsch for 
their assistance in the project, and Mr. and Mrs. Victor 
Amato for their excellent photographic work. 

I also wish to thank the lenders and the galleries who 
have given generously and whose cooperation has made 
this exhibition possible.
